House Judiciary Committee re- 
jected President Nixon's pro- 
posed voting rights bill today 
and approved a fire-year exten- 
sion of the existing law.

Gross National Product (GNP), 
rose $16.5 billion during the sec- 
ond quarter of the yearn the 
Commerce Department said to- 
day, and an economist predicted 
that it would reach $933 billion 
by the end of the year. 


The GNP is the total of all 


goods and services produced in 
the country. 


The preliminary second quar- 


ter GNP figure was at an an- 
nual rate of $925.1 billion, com- 
pared to $908.7 in the first quar- 
ter. 


William H. Chartener, the de- 


partment's 
chief 
economist, 


said the second quarter increase 
of 1% per cent was about the 
same as the two preceding 
three-month periods. He said it 
consisted of an increase of al- 
most I'/i per cent in prices and 
a gain of just over one-half of 1 
per cent in production. 


For the first half of the year 


Chartener said, the economy 
showed a real increase of 2'2 
per cent, compared to a 5 per 
cent increase in prices.

Monopoly Is 
Charged to 
Drug Makers 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
the 


Nixon administration, trying to 
lower 
splraling drug prices 


through vigorous antitrust en* 
forcement, has charged seven 
major drug firms with using a 
fraudulent patent to monopolize 
sales of a leading antibiotic, 


The government, in a three- 


count civil suit, also demanded 
at least 25 million in damages 
— probably much more—from 
two of the companies, Charles 
Pfizer & Co, Inc. and American 
Cyanamid Co. 


The action marked the second 


time in a week Justice Depart- 
ment antitrust enforcers moved 
against drug patents in a con- 
cert drive for more competi- 
tion in the industry, 


In Tuesday's suit, filed in fed- 


eral court here, Pfizer was ac- 
cused of obtaining a fraudulent 
patent in 1955 on the drug tetra- 
cycline, the nation's largest sell- 
ing broad spectrum antibiotic. 


Broad spectrum 
antibiotics 


are popularly known as "won- 
der drugs" for their ability to 
counteract and cure a broad 
range of illnesses and diseases. 
The department claimed Pfi- 
zer got the tetracycline patent 
by withholding information and 
making "false and misleading 
statements" to the UMS, Patent 
office. 


In doing so, the suit alleged, 


Pfizer gained support from Cy- 
anamid, holder of a patent to 
Aureomycin, the first wonder 
drug marketed in this country. 
The government said Cyanamid 
made deceptive statements to 
back Pfizer's patent claim in 
exchange for a licensing ar- 
rangement that allowed the two 
firms to maintain holds on anti- 
biotic sales. 


In addition to Pfizer and Cy- 


anamid, five other leading drug 
producers— Briston-Myers Co., 
Olin-Mathieson Chemical Corp., 
Squibb Beech-Nut Inc., E. R, 
Squibb & Sons Inc. and the Up- 
John 
Co. — were charged with 


conspiracy to monopolize cthe 
tetracycline trade.

Several Causes 
Of Double Vision 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, 
M.D. 


Q— What causes a person 


to see double? When I watch 
television I see two pictures 
instead of one. 


A— Double vision in one 


eye may be due to a disloca- 
tion of the crystalline lens, 
corneal irregularities or par- 
tial retinal d e t a c h m e n t . 
With both eyes open, double 
vision normally occurs if you 
hold a finger close to your 
eyes and look into the dis- 
tance, and abnormally when 
one of the muscles that con- 
trols the movements of the 
eyeballs is paralyzed. If it 
occurs only when you watch 
TV, your antenna may need 
adjusting. 


Q — Is ncarsightedness in- 


herited? 


A— Nearsightedness m a y 


be hereditary or acquired 
t h r o u g h excessive use of 
your eyes for close work 
with poor illumination. 


Q— Would reading w h i l e 


lying down or in a moving 
vehicle harm one's eyes? If 
so, how? 


A— Reading while lying on 


your back or in a moving 
vehicle will probably do no 
permanent damage but will 
cause o c u l a r fatigue and 
should not be done for pro- 
longed periods. 


Q— If the eyes are failing, 


would it help to have my 
glasses changed? 


A— Since there are several 


causes for failing vision, you 
should have a complete eye 
examination, 
including ocu- 


lar tension. A need for new 
glasses is only one of the 
possible causes. 


Q — I lived in India for two 


years and contracted tra- 
choma. Although I have been 
treating it for 18 months, it 
is not cured.

Holiday on 
Moon Landing 
Suggested 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Several governors and may- 


ors have already honored Presi- 
dent Nixon's request that they 
declare a holiday Monday to 
celebrate man's first landing on 
the moon. 


"If the President suggests it, 


we ought to go along with him 
since this would be one of Amer- 
ica's greatest moments," said 
South Carolina Go-'. Robert E. 
McNair as he announced an offi- 
cial holiday for state employes. 


Nixon signed a proclamation 


declaring 
Monday a national 


day of participation hours after 
he watched the television broad- 
cast of the Apollo 11 liftoff 
Wednesday. 


His action gave the day off to 


all 
federal employes except 


those in national security and 
public service areas. 


The President urged gover- 


nors, mayors, school officials 
and private employers to take

He also called upon "all of our

The governors of the nation's 


two most populous states— Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York 
and Ronald Reagan of Califor- 
nia—were among the first to 
heed the President's holiday re- 
quest. 


Georgia Gov. Lester Maddox 


also granted state employes the 
day off and added: "I would 
hope that the President, the 
governors and all the people of 
this nation will kneel at the 
cross on the morning when the 
men land on the moon." 


Other states where a holiday 


was declared included Oregon, 
Florida, Maryland, Idaho and 
New Mexico. The office of Gov. 
Dan Evans of Washington said 
he would follow suit today. 


An exception was North Caro- 


lina where Gov. Bob Scott said 
Monday would be a regular 
working day for state employes. 


Mayor John V. Lindsay or-

left their little papyrus boat Ra 
temporarily because of storm 
damage to their craft, a Norwe- 
gian amateur radio operator re- 
ported today. 


But Heyerdahl, now aboard 


the fishing vessel Shenandoah in 
the Atlantic, said in a radio re- 
port that he would wait for bet- 
ter weather, then determine if 
he and his men can repair the 
damage. 


He said he still planned to 


continue his voyage to Barbados 
aboard the Ra if the lives of his 
men would not be endangered. 


The Shenandoah reache the 


Ra Wednesday and began tak- 
ing aboard film and other equip- 
ment from the damaged, par- 
tlallly waterlogged little boat. 


The Norwegian explorer, who 


made his name with his pioneer- 
ing raft voyage across the Pa- 
cific, sailed from Morocco May 
26 in a replica of the papyrus 
boats sailed by the ancient 
Egyptians. He hoped to sail it 
across the Atlantic to Latin 
America to demonstrate his

This figure does not include, 


however, $2.21 billion allocated 
to the Defense Department, $102 
million to the Atomic Energy 
C o m m i s s 1 o n and smaller 
amount to other agencies, bring- 
ing the overall space program 
to $5.88 billion for the year. 


This figure is likely to come 


under heavy attack from the 
senators who question the value 
of further major manned probes 
into space after scheduled addi- 
tional moon explorations over 


the next two years. 


However, the Mansfield-Ken- 


nedy position wasn't entirely ac- 
cepted 
by other Democrats. 


Rep. Hale Boggs of Louisiana, 
the House Democratic whip, 
said it "would be like telling the 
Wright brothers to stop after 
they flew a couple of hundred 
feet," to go slow now on the 
space program. 


The Space Committee men- 


tioned only a "low-cost mission 
to the planet Mercury in 1973" 
as a likely future project. 


It joined the House in boosting 


the requested $36.5 million to 
$50 million funds for develop- 
ment of nuclear rockets "to pro- 
vide advanced space propulsion 
capability for future national 
needs." 


Depending on the successes of 


the Apollo 11 mission, the Sen- 
ate committee said subsequent 
visits to the moon will be made 
at the rate of about three a 
year. 


The committee approved $9 


million for continuing work on 
an orbiting space station where 
men could live and work for ex- 
tended periods. It also voted to 
supply funds for unmanned mis-, 
sions to Mars, Venus, Mercury 
and Jupiter. 


The committee said intense 


scientific investigation of Mars 
by orbiting craft will begin in 
1971. 


But nowhere did it indicate 


there is any current decision to 
try for a Mars landing.

Belated Report 
on Departure of 
Editor's Martins 


I 


n the last day before 1 took 
off for the river excursion 
in Tennessee —which was 


Saturday, July 5-1 looked up at 
my two martin boxes in the 
"back 40" and discovered they 
Were silent and presumably 
empty, 


So 1 left a note for Gene Allen, 


who fed the honkers and mal» 
lards in my absence, saying if 
he didn't spot any martins while 
I was gone we would put it down 
in the record book that July 5, 
1969, was the date the martins 
headed South. 


It was a long season for my 


birds. They got here Feb. 22, 
the earliest ever —but left on 
normal schedule. 


When reviewing the seven- 


year record of my boxes on the 
birds' arrival in February I 
wrote a piece in this column 
which may be worth reprinting 
today. This is what appeared 
last February, the sole change 
being that I have added the de- 
parture date for 1969: 


Here's the seven-year record 


of arrivals and departures at 
my martin boxes: 


1963 -March 21-July 17 
1964 -March 14 -July 4 
1965 -March 6 -July 12 
1966 -March 15 -July 4 
1967 -March 29 -July 15

If you are prone to speculate

three days two of the astronauts 
would attempt to carry their na- 
tion's flag and man's aspira- 
tions to the surface of the moon. 


Apollo 11 commander Neil A. 


Armstrong and his Air Force 
crewmates, Col. Edwin E. Ald- 
rin Jr. and Lt. Col. Michael Col- 
lins, rode their command mod- 
ule, linked nose-to-nose with the 
moon lander, toward the first 
attempt to land men on the 
moon. 


The three astronauts showed 


little of the excitement of the es- 
timated 
one 
million 
who 


Jammed Cape Kennedy, Fla., 
for the blast off. Millions more 
saw it on television. 


The crew's radio talk was 


sparse, and businesslike. 


So accurately was Apollo 11 


aimed at the moon that mission 
controllers decided to cancel 
plans for a midcourse correc- 
tion Wednesday, but planned a 
small rocket burn today to tune 
up the flight path. 


In a near-ila,.less-perfoi-m- 


ance, the spacecraft Wednesday 
developed 
only two trouble 


spots, both of which mission 
controllers said posed no threat 
to the mission. 


The controllers said a flow in- 


dicator in an oxygen vent used 
to force waste water into space 
was giving a reading thought to 
be too low. Controllers said they 
had devised a test for today to 
determine if the sensor was at 
fault. They said alternate sys- 
tems were available. 


Collins also reported some dif- 


ficulty in making star sightings. 
Controllers attributed this to the 
attitude of the spacecraft in re- 
lation to the stars used in the 
sighting. 
They 
said 
slight 


changes in attitude caused the 
stars to "move" more than Col- 
lins expected when he was using 
the on-board navigation equip-

(AP) - Guiding themselves by 
the stars, America's Apollo II 
astronauts soared past the hall- 
way point of their Journey to the 
moon today with men and ma- 
chines operating almost flaw- 
lessly. 


As they sped toward their 


date with history, Russia's Lunft 
15 zipped Into orbit around the 
moon on Its mystery mission. A 
Moscow report said the era* 
had become a lunar satellite twt 
there was still speculation the 
unmanned vehicle 
might at- 


tempt to land, scoop up moon 
samples and return them to 
earth before Apollo 11 can bring 
back a cargo of rocks. 


Spacecraft commander Nell 


A. Armstrong; Air Force Col; 
Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. and Air 
Force Lt. Col. Michael Collins 
reached the midpoint of their 
outward trek at 10:33 a.m. EDT 
when their 48-ton spaceship was 
precisely 120,003 miles from 
both earth and moon. 


The astronauts crossed that 


invisible line after 25 hours 53 
seconds of flight at a speed of 
about 3,000 miles per. hour. It 
will take them twice asVong^Sl 
hours—to cover the remaining 
.distance. Like a car, coasting 
uphill, the spacesbip^gradually

planned, at 9:32 a.m., the rocket will leave behind on'the 
hurled Apollo 11 Into earth orbit,

The Saturn third stage was 


reignlted 2Vz hours later, hur- 
tling the spacemen toward the 
moon. 


During the early afternoon, 


the astronauts separated their 
command 
module from 
the 


spent rocket, turned around and 
poked the docking device Into 
the collar of the moon lander. 
Ten minutes later, the linked 
spacecraft were ejected from 
the rocket hull. 


A signal from the ground sent 


the spent rocket into a solar or- 
bit. 


Mission controllers later de- 


cided the spacecraft's flight was 
so accurate there was no need 
for the first planned midcourse 
correction. The scheduled small 
rocket thruster burn was can- 
celed and Armstrong instead 
used the time to beam a televi- 
sion portrait of earth. 


The crew started their rest 


period and doctors minotiring 
their heart beat said they were 
all asleep by 11:32 p.m., 14 
hours after launch.
